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1 . WE HAVE PLAYED WITH THE TEXT OF YOUR REDRAFT AS IN- 
DICATED BELOW AND HAVE A FEW ADDITIONAL COMMENTS AND 
OBSERVATIONS. 

2. HAK IS NOW SCHEDULED TO ADDRESS UNGA ON THE 30TH (FIRM 
GENSCHER IS STILL SCHEDULED FOR THE 28TH AND, IN LIGHT 

OF THE FRG PROPOSAL HE IS EXPECTED TO RAISE AT THAT TIME 
(DESCRIBED REF A), WE SUGGEST SOME REFERENCE IN HAK'S 
SPEECH TO THE GERMAN PROPOSAL AS A GOOD START. YOU MIGHT, 
ON THE OTHER HAND, WANT TO LEAVE IT WITH THE IMPLIED 
REFERENCE IN PARA 6 OF YOUR OWN DRAFT. 

3. REUTER RAN A SHORT PIECE ON WALDHEIM YESTERDAY WHICH 
FOLLOWS IN FULL. A REFERENCE TO THE SECRETARY GENERAL'S 
REMARK MIGHT BE USEFUL. QUOTE: THE QUESTION OF INTER- 
NATIONAL TERRORISM, FIRST PUT ON THE UN AGENDA BY THE 
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OLYMPICS CONTINGENT AT MUNICH WERE MURDERED, IS TO BE 
DEBATED AT THE NEW SESSION, WITH WEST GERMANY LEADING A 
BID FOR AGREEMENT ON A CONVENTION AGAINST THE TAKING OF 
HOSTAGES. MR. WALDHEIM SAID IT HAD BECOME INCREASINGLY 
CLEAR THAT THE TERRORIST PROBLEM WAS NOT LIMITED TO ANY 
ONE AREA. "IT IS ESSENTIAL THAT THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY 
DEVOTE URGENT ATTENTION TO AN ATTEMPT TO DEVISE MEANS TO 
DEAL WITH THIS EXTREMELY DIFFICULT AND DANGEROUS PROBLEM, 
WHICH POSES A THREAT TO THE NATIONS AND PEOPLES OF THE 
WORLD," MR. WALDHEIM SAID. HITHERTO. OPPOSITION TO 
UN ACTION AGAINST TERRORISM HAS COME FROM ARAB AND AFRICAN 
STATES THAT FEAR A CONVENTION MIGHT BE INVOKED AGAINST 
"LEGITIMATE FREEDOM FIGHTERS." THERE HAVE ALSO BEEN 
DIFFICULTIES OVER DEFINING TERRORISM. END QUOTE. 

4. DOUG HECK IS WORKING ON AN UPDATE AND POSSIBLE EXPANSION 
OF THE STATISTICS FOR PARA 2. HE IS ALSO PURSUING WITH L 

THE FEASIBILITY OF LEGAL ACTION, PERHAPS THROUGH THE ICJ, 
AGAINST STATES WHICH HARBOR/SUPPORT TERRORISTS AND VIOLATE 
THE PROVISIONS OF EXISTING AND POSSIBLY FUTURE INTERNA- 
TIONAL CONVENTIONS, AS A POSSIBLE ADDITIONAL U.S. INITIATIVE 
TO CITE IN THE SPEECH. WE WILL BE BACK TO YOU ON BOTH. 

5. WE WOULD ALSO SUGGEST SOME MENTION OF THE FACT, PERHAP 
ONLY BY IMPLICATION, THAT THERE HAS ONLY BEEN ONE HIJACKING 
IN THE U.S. IN THE LAST FOUR YEARS. THE RECORD IS NOT 
PERFECT, BUT IT DOES DEMONSTRATE THAT THE PROBLEM CAN BE 
CONTROLLED WITHOUT SIGNIFICANTLY RESTRICTING THE MOVEMENT 
OF TRAVELLERS. FURTHERMORE. THE PERPETRATORS OF THAT 
SINGLE INCIDENT ARE NOW BACK IN THE STATES AWAITING FEDERAL 
PROSECUTION. 

6. LASTLY, WE NOTE THAT YOU DID NOT ELECT TO USE OUR 
THOUGHT ON EMPLOYING ARMED AIR MARSHALS. I UNDERSTAND 
THAT PROBABLY WOULDN'T WORK AS A PROPOSAL FOR ALL, BUT 
WHAT ABOUT IT AS A U.S. INITIATIVE FOR AMERICAN INTER- 
NATIONAL CARRIERS. IT’S SOMETHING YOU MIGHT CONSIDER 
ADDING TO THE END ALONG WITH THE OTHER UNILATERAL INITIA- 
TIVES. WE COULD CHECK THIS OUT WITH FAA BUT WILL NOT 
REPEAT NOT UNLESS WE HEAR FROM YOU.
